glasses of water with his meals. Eight 
of these young men were instructed to 
drink no water with meals and only 
what -was demanded to satisfy thirst 
between meals for a week. The other 
eight were instructed to drink 
four 


glasses of water with each meal and 
between meals to drink it as It was 
desired. 
Of the eight who drank no 


water, all lost in weight from 
eight 


ounces to two pounds, with one excep- 
tion, and he remained at exactly the 
same •weight as before. Each one com- 
plained of headache and more or less 
constipation. The eight who drank four 
glasses at a meal fared much better. 
All gained in weight from four ounces 
to two and one-quarter pounds, except 
one, whose weight remained the same. 
Not one had headache, constipation or 
any digestive discomfort.—Dr. G. M. 
Niles In the Journal of the American 
Medical Association.

Complaints are numerous that collections are made 
only at intervals of a week and cases have been noted 
where a much longer period had elapsed. In hot 
•weather this brings- on conditions that arc intolerable. 
If the best is being done that circumstances will per- 
mit then the circumstances should be changed. This 
city of seventy thousarjd people is making shift to 
get along with a garbage system which was not ade- 
quate to meet conditions in a city of thirty thousand 
less population and it cannot be supposed that an es- 
tablishment never adequate can be made to meet con- 
stantly increasing demands upon it.

WATERWAYS AND RAILROADS. 


A ZOO FOR THE BABY. 


(Pittsburg Dispatch.) 


A monograph entitled "Waterways as 
Creators of 


Prosperity," by S. A. Thompson, of Richmond, Ind., 
published" by the Rivers and Harbors congress, is an in- 
teresting contribution. It has the striking virtue of 
presenting points in most cases familiar to the students 
of the subject in a way that is both novel and convinc- 
ing. 
Space forbids the summarizing of the entire 


pamphlet, but one or two of these points are too im- 
portant to pass unobserved. 


As to the importance of the transportation question, 


it is interesting to know that the revenues of the rail- 
roads of the United States are greater than all the taxes 
in the United States, from the local taxes up to the na- 
tional revenue, and that in 1906-7 they were but five 
millions less than the total revenues of all the govern- 
ments of Europe west of Russia.

miles, that in the "United States is 244 miles. The Ger- 
man rate per ton mile represents nearly all local traffic; 
that in the United States is reduced to a low figure by 
the low rates on hauls for 1,000 to 3,000 miles. 
The 


German represents the charges paid by the public for 
fast freight; that in the United States represents what 
express companies, fast freight refrigerator car and pri- 
vate car lines pay the railroads. 
The German commis- 


sioners recently investigating the subject, estimated that 
with an equal method of figuring the actual rate per ton 
mile would be about half more on the railroads of the 
United States than on those of Prussia. 


Finally the railroads of the United States have been 


permitted to freeze out the water routes by cut-throat 
rates at points where they come into competition—for 
which the non-competitive shippers have to pay—while 
In Germany the railroads co-operate with the 
water 


routes, even adjusting -the rates to favor the shipment 
of masses of freight like coal by water. 


It might be added to Mr. Thompson's demonstration 


that with our internal waterways properly improved and 
the Mississippi region connected up by canal with the 
lake region, we would have water routes of as much 
longer haul than those of Germany as appears in the 
railway comparison. 
And railroad practice practically 


acknowledges that it cannot compete with water hauls 
like that from Pittsburg to New Orleans or Duluth to 
Ashtabula.

»f life. This can only be done rightly, 


• he said, by giving them a Christian 


Education, and. speakift* directly - of 
Ihe ..higher., education nepded today, 
taid: 
"You have here. in Fort Wayne a 


Central Catholic High school, a school 
In which secondary education is Im- 
parted. Is the attitude toward-a school 
of this kind to be different from our 
attitude toward the-parochial or-grade 
schools? Are we of the opinion that 
perhaps a school of this kind Is not 
really needed, that the eight grades of 
the grammar schools are quite suffi- 
cient? 
. 
"In the first place, we must admit 


that there are a great many people in 
the United States today, and no doubt 
In Fort Wayne also, who have not at- 
tended high school and who have fared 
very well in life. And these people are 
liable to say that what was sufficient 
for them ought to suffice for their chil- 
dren. If both were living in the same 
conditions, the point would be 
taken and in all probability It would 
be time wasted to gainsay it. 


"But are conditions today the same 


they were a generation ago? I think 
It safe to say that three decades ago 
more people were fond of walking than 
they are today. It may not have been 
from choice'exactly, but still the fact 
remains. Life was more pronounced a 
generation ago than it is now and those 
who have the almost constant -protec- 
tion of home are fairly well cared for. 
"Today people mingle more freely. 
Vrhere Is a, greater exchange of Ideas. 
Men talk on all imaginable subjects, 
and there is-enough of human nature 
In all of-us to desire to hold our own 
•with all we meet. We cannot hold our 
own by merely wishing to do BO. We 
intist be prepared to do so. To meet 
conditions as we should, as we should 
like to meet them, we must be ready, 
and we can 
only be made ready 


through a. training commensurate with 
the difficulties we must encounter. 


"The high school movement has ob- 


tained large.proportions in this coun- 
try and the church must do her share 
in offering work of a similar kind- 
Our Catholic men must be able to 
meet the difficulties that cross their 
path today and these are many. 
Par- 


ents 'must make it possible for their 
children, even at some sacrifice, to re- 
ceive sufficient Instruction to enable 
them to combat'successfully the dan- 
cers In the way. 
"\s regards the teaching of the sec- 


ular branohes of learning, you need 
never doubt the thoroughness ot this 
work of the Catholic high schools. It 
•will give us men of strong intellectual 
and mora.1 stamp.

Bonney's place as janitor of the City 


college was inherited, his father hav- 
ing had charge of the institution from 
1S53 until his death in 1883., 


Bonney's salary. $18.435 a year, is so 


large because, like the Janitors of the 
public schools, he Is paid by the 
amount of floor space and building 
area he has to care for. He has 9.- 
851.000 cubic feet under his supervi- 
sion, with a floor space in the five col- 
lege buildings of about 535.000 square 
feet, while there are 
381,000 more 


square feet of grounds that he has to 
care for. 
Bonney has twenty-nine 


men under him, and their salaries come 
out of the amount paid him by the 
city.

"So you're one of those water cranks,
